HOW  EOT  BILL  Ml  Cl  It  T  UK 
That  the  interior  of  the  earth  Is  the  Beat 
of  intense  heat  Is  s  familiar  truth.  Volcanic 
phenomena  give  ua  ocular  demonstration  of 
It.  Mining  experiences,  moreover,  have  fur 
nlshed  us  with  an  almost  uniform  rats  at 
which  heat  increases,  and  this  Is  generally 
computed  to  be  about  one  degree  Fahrenheit 
for  every  55  feet  descent.  But  mining  ex¬ 
periences  are  necessarily  very  limited.  The 
deepest  mine  In  England,  that  of  the  Rose 
bridge  colliery,  near  Wigan,  takee  us  down 
only  *445  and  in  temperature  not  much  ex¬ 
ceeding  00  degrees  Fahrenheit.  It  Is snough 
to  make  tha  work  exceedingly  trying  to  the 
miners,  bnt  that  Is  all.

In  uthar  words,  at  less  than  a*  eighth  of  the 
distance  which  lies  between  the  dreumfet 
once  of  the  earth  and  Its  centre,  the  bent 
would  be  about  3*  times  the  heat  of  boiling 
water  at  the  sea  level.  Proportionate  figures 
might,  of  course,  express  the  i<-st  at  greater 
depths  still,  hut  figures  fail  to  convey  any 
Ides  to  the  mind  of  that  whidh  must  neees 
asrity  transcend  all  imagination.  Hurtle*  to 
say.  that  in  descending  series  we  must  oome 
to  a  heat  no  great  that  do  |u balance  with 
which  we  are  acquainted  could,  under  say 
conditions  which  we  can  imagine,  ex  lot  in  It 
in  either  solid  or  liquid  form.  And  we  con¬ 
clude,  therefore,  that  if  tlie  earth’s  centre 
be  not  itself  in  a  gaseous  condition  (and  there 
is  reason  to  think  that  It  may  net  be  ao) 
there  must  be  a  gaseous  zone  somewhere  be¬ 
tween  a  solid  centre  and  a  solid  circumfer¬ 
ence,  "Facdit  descensus  Acer  at"  la  proverb¬ 
ially  treated  as  a  truism.  But  if  the  claseic 
author*  are  to  be  our  guides,  aad  if  in  the 
centre  of  our  planet  Acherotiao  ahadea  aad 
Elysian  fields  are  to  be  localised,  there  will 
be  found  practical  difficulties  e#  acceaa 
which  well  might  discourage  even  no  unsub¬ 
stantial  a  personage  as  a  ghost.  Nor  sen  the 
all  powerful  imagination  accomplish  the  de¬ 
scent  with  any  approach  to  ease.  The  die 
tanee  we  may  suppose  to  be  Dearie  4*00 
miles  ;  but  along  a  line  of  thia  length  oee 
necting  the  surface  of  the  earth  with  Mn 
centre,  we  may  safely  assume  that  condition* 
would  vary  greatly,  and  (since  beet  aad
